House Disappears, Bodies of 
Occupants Being Found

PUEBLO, Colo., Nov. 4.—A troop 


o: eight boy scouts under the direc- 
tion of their scout leader left Pueblo 
this morning for a hike. Nothing 
has. been heard of them since the 
storm broke ‘about 2:30 o’clock, Men 
on horseback left Pueblo in an effort 
to reach a ranch house where some , 


persons believe the boys may be safe. 
A blinding snowstorm swept the 
region into which the boys went and 
there are some fears ‘expressed for 


their safety. \

DRUMRIGHT, Ok., Nov. 4.—-Five 
‘persons are known to have been 
killed, 50 were injured, some serious- 
ly, and many are missing as the re- 
sult of a tornado that’ struck in the 
oil fields southeast of here early to- 
night. 

The storm came in a northeaster- 
ly direction. It missed the town of 
Drumright. All the damage reported 
was to houses and property on the 
vil leases.

After striking southwest of Drum- 
right, the tornado raised and de- 
scended near Mannford, about 256 
miles northeast of here. An oll 
worker named Wall, aged about 30, 
was killed on an oil lease near Mann- 
ford. 

Several automobiles filled with 
physicians departed at once for the 
steym area from here and Oilton. 
The total darkness that covered the 
oil field as a result of the destruc- 
tion of electric lighting equipment is 
hindering the work of rescue parties. 

Big Damage Done. 

More than 30 houses of oil work- 
ers on the Roxana, Prairie, Pure and 
Gypsy leases were wrecked, and oll 
rigs and pumping machinery strewn 
about for miles. 

The Jennings family was living on 
the Roxana lease. No trace of their 
house has been found. Their bodies 
were picked up a quarter of a mile 
away. 

A heavy downpour set in imme- 

diately after the tornado passed, and 
is continuing, adding to the diffiledl- 
of bringing in the injured. 
Two of the injured, brought here, 
were identified as Frank Hurst and 
Mre. Fannie Hurst, both of whom 
lived in a grocery store on the Rox-~ 
ana lease, where the storm “first 
struck.

Choice of the Site. 

The commission appointed to care 
for the erection ‘of the memorial was 
not satisfied with the choice of the 
site near Cheppy, because it had no 
significance for the 89th Division, 
other than that Missourians had 
fought there, but no place in France 
could be found which had something | 
in common with both Missouri di 
visions. The paths of these two di- 
visions did not cross, and while the 
achievements of the 89th were fully 
as glorious as the 35th’s, there was 
no suitable spot in either the St. 
Mihiel salient or the Argonne over 
which the 89th had fought which 
seemed more suitable for a monu- 
ment to Missouri troops. 

The memorial, which was designed 
‘by Mrs. Nancy Coonsman Hahn of 
St. Louis, stands 19% feet high. A 
granite pedestal is surmounted by a 
bronze figure of victory, bearing in 
one hand a laurel wreath, and in 
the other an olive branch. A bronze 
medallion on the pedestal bears the 
seal of Missouri. Two inscriptions 
are carved on fhe base, one in 
French, one in English. The En- 
glish one reads: | 

“Erected by the State of Missouri, 
United States of America, to the 
memory of her sons who died in 
France for humanity during the 
Great War 1917-1918.”

AROUSES FIERCE FRIENDSHIPS OR 4 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON 


HE characteristic which, more than any 

“other, stands out from the. personality of 

Senator James A. Reed, is his capacity for 
grousing fierce friendships and antagonisms. It 
is difficult, nay, almost impossible, to be neu- 
tral on the subject of Reed. You are for him, 
or you are against him. The line between the 
sheep and the goats is plain, and too wide to 
be straddled. 

During the primary campaign it was remarked 
countless times that the only issue was—Reed. 
There were no Long men—only Reed men and 
antiReed men. And, notwithstanding a forceful 
and distinguished fight waged by his Republican 
opponent, this situation remains largely un- 
changed on the eve of the general election. In 
consequence of this:singular ability, or, rather, 
because it is so characteristic of him, Reed in 
atcion is an extraordinarily interesting figure, 
and his campaigns are exciting, invariably be- 
ing attended by flame, smoke, and the rushng 
of winds and waters. . 

To one who has had any considerable op- 
portunity for observing the man and his meth- 
ods, there is no mystery in this state of facts. 
On the contrary, any other state would be un- 


. thinkable. 


The truth is that Reed himself, as he appears 
on the campaign platform, is always seen in 
one of two attitudes. Either he is Nemesis, 
hunting down ‘his prey with ruthless and inex- 
orable purpose, or else he is Leonidas dying at 
the pasSof Thermopylae. There is no middle 
ground for him. One moment finds him hotly 
pursuing the adversary, pressing him savagely 
and relentlessly with all arms; the next discov. 
ers him with his back to the wall, waving his 
splintered sword above his bloody but, unbowed 
head, and defying the host to come on. 


Reed’s Shifting Strategy 


The changes from offense to defense, and the 
feverse, are made with lightning speed, so 
quickly, in fact, that the casual listener hardly 
detects the shift. An illustration may serve. 
The Senator was speaking before the City Club 
in St. Louis. The opening sentence reveals him 
in a posture of defense: 

“l have been called’a ‘destructive man.’ It 
has been charged that all my energy and my 
‘brilliant ability’ (with sarcastic emphasis on 
the latter), have been devoted to obstructing the 
legislation and tearing down the programs con- 
ceived by other legislators.” Then one sees his 
muscles gathering for the spring. “I have done 
& lot of that, thank God! My only regret is that 
I was not given the power to do more of it.” 
Quick as a flash he leaps from before the rock 
against which he has taken his stand, and is 
driving the attackers headlong with the counter- 
attack: -“Let Congress desist from its assaults 
upon the Constitution—let these ‘constructive’ 
legislators cease, for 30 days, their constant, in- 
sidious efforts to undermine the bulwark of our 
liberties—and maybe I can find time to consider 
legislation with some common sense and jus- 
tice in it!” 

Thus, though salient and colorful, Reed's 
Methods are far from complex. All his major 
pronouncements come under those two attitudes: 
and there, where all may see, is the explana- 
tion of. the popular attitudes toward him. In 
“comparison with his outstanding colleagues in 
the Senate, it may be noted that he never 
Speaks with the aloof, impersonal detachment 
of Borah, nor even with’ the calm, resolute au- 
thority of La Follette. He is either prosecutor 
or defender; either his own back is to the wail, 
or that of his opponent is. 


Austere in Demeanor 


Reed has a fine, distinguished appearance. 


His height is just about 6 f@#t, and he is erect, 


Spare frame suggesting hard muscles and 
durance. Within a few days he will be 61 
years old. His hair, cropped close about the 
temples, es on his long, narrow head like 
thick frest. Of his features, the most notice- 
able are eyes and mouth. The former are gray, 
and hold a steady gaze from beneath overhang- 
ing brows. He has the mouth of a fighter, thin 
tps that are constantly being pressed close to- 
sether, and corners that turn resolutely down- 
ward. This writer has seen a bulidog with its 
teeth set in the foreleg of another dog, oblivious 
Of the fact that they had pierced its own lips. 
Reed's mouth recalls the sight. 

His mien is nearly always stern; his voice, 
While mobile, is rather harsh, and generally 
in a scathing register. He employs few 
Sestures, the most familiar of which are an up- 
Taleed right arm and an emphatic rap on the 
table.

cern me. They are matters for the Legislature and the 
courts to determine. We belong to a generation of uni- 
versal education. Crime must be controlled by intel- 
ligence. 

“The suppression of crime is not entirely a legal 
question. It is a problem for the physician, the econo- 
mist and the lawyer. We. as physicians. should en- 
courage the criminologist by lending to him the sur- 
geon, the internist and all of the rest of the resources 
of medicine, just as we have done in the case of the 
flea man, the fly man, the mosquito man, the bedbug 
man and all the other ologists. 

“I ask the question: By what process of reasoning 
should the State of Texas be more concerned in the 
conviction of the guilty than in the acquittal of the in- 
nocent?”’ 

Dr. House stated that in more than 400 obstetrica) 
cases he had demonstrated the function of scopolamin 
upon which its use in criminology depends, but he 
had-made only two tests upon alleged crifhinals. “Legal 
inhibitions,”’ he said, “have made it impossible to carry 
the record any further. In both tests my subjects were 
able to prove by corroboration that their convictions 
for certain crimes were in error. In one case a very 
intelligent white man by the name of Scrivener was the 
subject of the experiment, and in the other a negro of 
average intelligence was used.” 

These tests were made last Fepruary in the Dallas 
County Jail, under personal supervision of Dr. W. M. 
Hale, County Health Officer, and were made possibie 
through agreement with District Attorney Maury 
Hughes, who told Dr. House that if he could obtain 
correct answers to a certain set of question, not made 
known beforehand to the subjects, he would be satis- 
fied. 

“Scrivener,” said Dr. House, “was given first 1-4 
grain of morphine and 1-100 grain of scopolamin. In 
* minutes he was given 1-200 grain of scopolamin. In 
20 minutes he was lightly anesthetized with chloroform 
and allowed to rest 30 minutes, when 1-400 grain of 


‘scopolamin was administered. In 20 minutes he failed 


to respond to the memory test. To insure safety and 
save giving more scopolamin, he was anesthetized with 
chloroform to complete unconsciousness, and engaged 
in conversation at the earliest possible moment.” 
Questions asked Scrivener when in this gtate were his 
age and his place of birth, which he answered correct- 
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ly. He thon was asked if he had robbed Guy’s phar- 
macy. Scriv®ner answered: 

“No. I was pic’ed up for it the night of the Sanger 
Bros. robbery. but I do not know where Guy's phar- 
macy is.” 

This answer, Dr. House said, lost him support, inas- 
much as Scrivener had been convicted. of the robbe: 
of Guy's pharmacy and had received a sentence of ‘5 
years in the penitentiary. The belief of the autho:4- 
ties was that Scrivener lied when he denied that crime. 
and consequently the test was regarded as unreliab'e. 
But Dr. House was able to show that Scrivener to’! 
the truth. 

“It is a matter of court record.” said Dr. House, ‘‘th it 
two officers testified that Scrivener was in their c:6- 
tody aFort Worth the night of the robbery and they 
dismissed him a few minutes after 11 o'clock. The dr iz 
store (in Dallas) was held up at 11:30.” 

Dr. House quoted a letter he received after this test 
from the man who had held the office of District At- 
torney at the time Scrivener was tried, and who prase- 
cuted the accused for the Sanger Bros. robbery as well 
as for the robbery of Guy’s pharmacy. The prosecutor 
wrote that he had no doubt then of Scrivener’s guii' 
in the Guvy’s pharmacy case, conviction being predicat- 
ed nnon- idegtification by one of the cler*s in the store, 
but. that afterward Scrivener had told him that his 
conviction in the Sanger Bros. case was a just one, but 
he was not guilty of the robbery of Guy’s pharmacy. 

Scrivener, the record shows. was paroled from the 
penitentiary, violated his parole and escaped, was ar- 
rested again in connection with a postoffice robbery 
and was convicted in Federal Court for that offense. 
The prosecutor stated that at that time “for his own 
satisfaction,” he began an investigation of the Guy’s 
pharmacy matter and became convinced that Scrivener 
was in Fort Worth, instead of Dalias, when the crime 
took place. * 

All other questions put to Scrivener by Dr. House 
when the subject was under the influence of the drug 
were answered correctly, as Known facts proved. The 
negro prisoner was anesthetized similarly and was be- 
ing questioned by angther person while Dr. House was 
questioning Scrivener. The negro had been sentenced 
Ro 15 years in prison. Dr. House stated,.that he an- 
swered every question, and that the evidence thus ob- 
tained enabled his lawyer to prove a case of mistaken 
identity. 

“Seopolamin,” says Dr. House. “will depress the cere- 
brum to such a degree as to destroy the power of reas- 
oning. Events.stored in the cerebrum as memory can 
be obtained by direct stimulation of th centers of 
hearing.” 

The theory appears to be that @ person under the in- 
fluence of the drug. bereft of reasoning power, is 
unable to protect himself, if such protection be indi- 
cated because of guilt, by thinking up a lie to cover 
the case: in other words, he is able to tell only the 
truth. which he draws from his stores of memory. 

“The successful use of scopolamin in criminology,” 
according to Dr. House, “is based on the fact that a 
feeble stimulus is capable of setting in operation nerve

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Creature which is nearest akin to man has “practically abandoned arboreal habits” 
in Central Africa, declares Carl E. Akeley, naturalist, after trip there—Simians 
have evolved a heel like man’s, and big toe more nearly human than that of 
any other animal—When a gorilla died recently in New York, study of his 
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brain placed it apparently on a par with that of two-year-old child :: ?: 


OW closely to the human stage has the 
gorilla of Central Africa approached, in 
his evolution from earlier forms? Is he, 
today, almost a man? And is it reason- 
able to expect that, some time, he actual- 
ly will reach a point of development 
which will make him a new member of 
the human race? 

About the gorilla, the chimpanzee, the orang, the gib- 
bon and even the smaller monkeys there is, of course, 
perennial discussion. The general facts are familiar 
to most people. The controversy over the whole theory 
of evolution, lately revived by William J. Bryan, has 
caused some brushing up on what was already known 
about the simians, storm center of the evolution 
dispute. 7 

‘Now comes Carl E. Akeley, big game hunter and 
naturalist of wide experience, fresh from his latest 
trip to Africa, and adds a fascinating chapter to our 
knowledge of the gorilla. For a dozen years Akeley 
has been on the staff of the American Museum of 
Natural History, New York. He brings new informa- 
tion, and refutes some old ideas. 

Undoubtedly the most interesting feature of the 
article which Mr. Akeley contributes to The World’s 
Work is his insistence upon the fact that the present- 
day gorilla has evolved from a lower type, and that his 
evolution still is in progress. 

Believers in the theory of evolution quite generally 
hold that the process is continuous, although of almost 
inconceivable slowness. Akeley’s study of how the 
gorilla already has progressed, at least the one which 
lives in' Central Africa, brings out the future possibili- 
ties vividly. 


gorilla hand looks much like the hand of man, finger 
nails and all. But the fingers are bent over. 

“When running, he puts his knuckles on the ground,” 
writes this latest African explorer. “It is a peculiarity 
of the gorilla tha? when his arms are extended his 
fingers are always bent over. He can’t straighten 
them out except when his wrist is bent. 

“I can take the hand of the mummified baby gorilla 
when its wrist is bent and put it over a stick and then 


_ gtraighten his wrist and his fingers will close over the 


stick so that I can lift him off the ground and hang 
him up in this fashion. 

“I suppose that this peculiar characteristic is a 
legacy of his arboreal life, which hag not left him even 
in all the years he has been developing heels, muscles 
and toes which are good for ground work only. 

“I am certain that these Central Africa gorillas have 
practically abandoned arboreal habits. Whether the 
gorillas of. the lower country of the west coast have 
done likewise I do not know from personal observation. 
Du Chaillu reported that they did not climb for food 
nor did they make their nests in trees in that region.” 

Alluding to printed accounts of the gorilla in which 
this simian is represented as sleeping in a sort of 
hammock, made: from the long, slender stems of para- 
sitic vines and lined with palm fronds or long grass, 
the whole swung from 10 to 40 feet above the ground, 
Akeley believes that the gorilla has been confused with 
the chimpanzee. He says: | 

“The chimpanzee is not strong enough to fight a 
leopard. Consequently he has to sleep out of reach 
of this foe. The gorilla, on the other hand, has no 
foe but man. No flesh-eating animal in his territory 
is large enough to harm him. . 
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_ “Most scientists agree that man and the gorilla had 
common, or at any rate sinvilar, ancestors,”’ says Akeley. 
“Since that time man passed through the dawn of in- 
telligence and developed the power to reason and to 
speak. But how he developed these powers no one 
knows. 

“The gorilla has not these powers, but he has so 
many other likenesses tO man that there is no telling 
how near he is to the dawn of intelligence.” 

As an expert taxidermist, A’eley is qualified to de- 
scribe in detail some of the physical resemblances be- 
tween the Central African gorillas and man. These 
facts are interesting enough, but he uses them to sup- 
plement some interesting observations which he makes 
upon the conduct of the animals, as he saw it himself 
in the mountains of the Lake Kivu region, eastern bor- 
der of the Belgian Congo. 

Akeley takes issue with some eminent authorities 
which state that the gorilla “lives mostly in trees.” 
While this statement is true of the chimpanzee, he 
does not believe that it applies to the gorilla. Of the 
latter animal] Akeley says: if 


“I believe that he has nearly passed out of the ar- 
boreal phase of life and entered the upright phase, and 
that in this he is the only animalyexcept man that has 
achieved this distinction. The plaster cast of the 
gorilla’s foot made by me is ocular evidence of what 
science has long known—that the gorilla has devel- 
oped a heel. 

“Moreover, just recently the scientists who studied 
the body of John Daniel, the young captive gorilla that 
died last year in New York, discovered that, unlike 
any other animal, the gorilla has the same full com- 
plement of foot muscles which enable man to walk 
upricht. 

“The gorillas I saw in Africa usually touched both 
their feet and hands to the ground in running, but 
most of the weight was on their feet. Their legs are 
short, their arms long, and they carry the body at an 
angle of 45 degrees forward. They do not, however, 
put their hands down flat and put their full weight ou

them. 

“They seem to be evolving toward a <r ani- 
mal. And if they spent most of their time in trees they 
would not have developed heels and leg muscles for 
walking upright on the ground. 

“Not only has the gorilla developed.a heel, but his 
big toe is much nearer like man’s than that of any 
other animal. This may seem like a small matter, but 
a big toe that turns out from the foot like a thumb 
does from the hand can grasp branches and is useful 
in climbing. A big toe that is parallel with the other 
toes is useful fof walking, but not for climbing.”’ 

However, the gorilla has not lost all of his arboreal 
characteristic, by any means, declares Akeley. 

“The length, size and strength of his arms are evi- 
dence of the tree-climbing habits of his ancestors. I 
know that a gorilla can now climb with more ease than 
the average man. But I only once saw g-rillas in trees 
and that was when I was taking the mcving picture 
of a mother and two youngsters, ard an active man 
could have walked up the inclined trees these gorillas 
were on about as easily as they did. Nor did I see any 
evidences of their having been in trees.” 

The hand of the gorilla is as interesting to Akeley 
as the foot. Plaster casts which he made show that tke 
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“The gorilia is a vegetarian, so he kills no animals 
for food, and he has not progressed sufficiently along 
the paths of man to enjoy Killing as a sport. He lives 
in amity with the elephants, buffalo and all the wild 
creatures of his neighborhood, and in the Mikeno region 
the natives drive their cattle into the gorilla’s moun- 
tains in the dry season of the year without molestation. 

“Altogether, then, as the gorilla has no enemies. he 
has no need to fashion himself a bed out of harm's way. 
All the gorilla beds I saw were on the ground They 
consisted of a pile of leaves, about what the long arms 
of the gorilla could put together without moving. ! 
saw no signs of their occupying these hastily con- 
structed sleeping places more than once.” 

Akeley has come back from Africa convinced that 
the gorilla is not a creature of trees, now. but spends 
practically all his life on the ground, just as man. 
Continuing the comparison with man, he says: 

“The gorilla makes no abode, has no clothes, uses no

tools, unless grasping a stick may indicate the begin- 
nings of such an idea. It ig still before the dawn of 
intelligence with him. Yet scientists tell me that he 
bas the palate and musc!.s that enable man to talk. 

“In spite of Mr. Garner, the gorilla cannot talk. but 
no one knows how near to it he is; perhaps a’ very 
long way. Of course, a parrot can be taught to talk, 
but a parrot has no brains to speak of, so that his 
talking is of no significance. But recent studies of the 
brain of John Daniel seem to place bis brain about on 
a par with that of a 2-year-old child. Now, a 2-year- 
old child can both talkgand think. 

“If the gorilla, with his child's brain, could learn to 
use his voice even like a parrot, we should have come 
very near to having a contemporaneous ‘missing link.’ 
This, of course, is a very unlikely thing to happen and 
jt is not necessary, for science can mie the deduc- 
tions from the gorilla’s brain, muscle, habits, etc., 
which will enable us to understand more of the goril- 
la’s significance or evolution without such a spectacu- 
lar event as his acquiring speech.” 

Just because the gorilla’s palate and muscles are like 
those of man, it does not necessarily follow that he 
will be able to talk, or to pass out of his present bark- 
ing or roaring phase. The gorilla has what might be 
called “roaring pouches.”” which extend down the side 
of his neck Akeley here remarks: 

“It is an interesting fact that there is evidence of 
these same pouches on man, although they are nearly 
atrophied from long disuse. It seems, therefore, that 
even if the gorilla does not learn man's speech, man 
at one time used the gorilla’s roar, or one of his own.” 


Man differs from most animals in the amount of 
variation in the different members of the species. The 
skull measurements of haif a dozen lions, for example, 
will be much more nearly uniform than the skull meas- 
urements -of half a dazen men. In this particular, 
gorillas are like men. Their skulls show great varia- 
tion, according to those which Akeley brought back 
with him, including the skins and skeletons of four 
grown animals and the mummified body of a baby. 

The death masks showed another interesting thing. 
The two gorillas shot on Mount Mikeno resemble each 
other more nearly than they do any of the trio from 
Mount Karasimbi. Likewise, the three Mount Kara- 
simbi animais have features more alike than any of 
them are like either of the Mount Mikeno faces. 

“As soon as you have anything to do with the go- 
rilla, says Akeley, “the fascination of studying him 
begins to grow on you and you instinctively begin to 
speak of the gorilla as ‘he’ in a human sense, for he is 
obviously, as well as scientifically, akin to man.” 

This latest student of the gorilla protests against the 
idea that they are ferocious animals. “I do not be- 
lieve that they ever are ferocious,” he says, “nor do 
I believe that they will ever attack man except when 
hard-pressed and in self-defense. I think | can also 
explain why the gorilla has his aggressive reputation.” 

Then Akeley quotes one of Paul du Chailiu’s adven- 
tures with gorillas, putting in brackets what Du Challlu 
felt and leaving outside the brackets what the gorilla 
did. The result is rather amusing, since the “fiercely 
glaring” eves, the “hellish expression of fare.” the 
statement that beating the breast “is their mode of 
offering defiance,” the statement that “his eyes began 
to flash fiercer fire,” the fact that the animal advanced 
a few steps, “then stopped to utter that hideous roar 
again,” evidently are Du Chaillu and not the gorilla. 

Du Chailiu says the animal “advanced again, and 
finally stopped when a distance of about six yards 
from us. And here, as he began another of his rvare 
and beating his breast in rage. we fired and killed 
him.” Whereupon Akeley comments 

“These facts are no doubt accurate. Du Chaillu and 
his men pursued a gorilla in the forest. When they 
tame too close he roared at them. ! have seen little 
monkeys scold an intruder ip similar fashion. His face 
twitched and he beat his breast. My motion picture 
shows a gorilla beating ber breast when not at al! 
mad. The gorilla advanced on them not in a ferocious 
rush, but hesitatingly, a few steps at a time. They 
shot it 

‘I don't blame Du Chaillu for feeling the way he 
did. for under the circumstances in which he hunted 
the gorilla most people would have had even much 
worse feelings than he had. All | want to point out ts 
that the gorilla should be judged by what he does, not 
by how the people that hunt him feel.” 

In the whole field of evolution, declares Akeley, there 
is no one subject more interesting or more likely to 
vield important results to study than the gorilla. He 
presents important opportunities to students of com- 
parative anatomy, to psychologists. to the numerous 
specialists in medicine, not to mention the students of 
natura! bistory. . 

The explorer makes a plea for the protection of this 
creature, unquestionably the neargst to man. 

“The gorilla is on his way to extinction,” he sare 
“He is not particularly numerous. He is neither wary 
nor dangerous. He is an easy and highly prized prey 
to the ‘sporting’ instinct. * * * If they shovid suc- 
ceed the lion and the elephant as the ‘correct’ thing to 
shoot. their extinction would be but a matter of a very 
few years.” 

As a practical measure, he suggests 2a gorilla sanctu- 
ary. and mentions the Mount Mi*eno region. now pos 
sessing between 50 and 190 gorillas, @s a suitable place 
Study of the gorilla under such conditions, he believes.

Before Pasteur, to zive but one illustration, they 
thought that in certain prevalent maladies the dam- 
age Was due to spontaneous generation. Since Pas- 
teur, they have known that the damage was intro- 
duced from without, from air-carried germs. In many 
instances they have isolated the germ of 2 particular 
disease: that is. discovered and identified that par- 
tieular germ. The problem then has been to combat 
that germ, thus curing, or, still better. preventing that 
@isease. In this great work several investigators 
have scored triumphs, but in every instance their vic- 
tOries are due to the basic discoveries of Louis Pas- 
teur.

“Your busi- 
ness.” he told them, “your especia! business, must be 
to have nothing in common with those narrow minds 
which despise everything in science that has no im- 
mediate application.” | 

He was 40 years old when, in 1863, he told Louis 
Napoleon, Emperor of France, that his one ambition 
was “to discower the causes of putrid and contagious 
diseases.”

This belief is based 
upon vital statistics. which seldom if ever tel! lies. 
Milk so treated is called. pasteurized in compliment 
to the man who first showed the world how to tate 
the d‘seases out of milk. So todav. in millions and 
millions of homes, Lovis Pasteur kmocks at the back 
door every morning and then glides silently away, the 
most benevolent ghost of all the galaxy. for he leaves 
behind him a necessary food for children which is 
proof against carrying germs of typhoid. tuberculosis, 
diphtheria and other diseases. 

Many years ago. when the elder J. Pierpont Morgan 
was living. Edmund Vance Cooke wrote a piece of 
verse whieh had wide vogue. “It’s Morgan's.” each 
stanza ended. the thought being to express that Mor- 
gan owned just about everything on earth So many 
and so varied are the benefits conferred upon) man- 
kind, in the matter of general health and security 
agaiust infectious maladies. dy Louis Pasteur. that to- 
day it would not be amiss to paraphrase Mr. Coote and 
say. when alluding to almost anv advance in medica! or 
Surgical or sanitary science. “It's Pasteur’s.” 

After Louis Pasteur the Great told Louis Napoleon 
the Little about his ome ambition. he was apparently 
sidetracked for some rears. He wae called to the 
Senth of France to treat silkworms for a disease which 
Was destroying the silk industry there and in other 
countries where the worms work for the joy of those 


who wear silk shirts, hose or zowns—if not to the ben- 
efit of their pockets. Pasteur cured the silkworms by 
finding out that the disease was due to infection and 
by removing the cause of the infection. Next he turned 
his attention to anthrax. which was carrying off thou- 
sands of cattle and sheep. Infection—another germ! 
Livestock grazing on green pastures above burial! places 
of animals that had succumbed to anthrax caught the 
disease. Pasteur dug, literally. and found that earth- 
worms—the kind rou dig up when you need fish bait— 
bering up from the carcasses to the surface. carried the 
germs of anthrax. He conquered anthrax by imocu- 
lating with a serum. 

Even the humbie chicken was not too humble for 
Pasteur’s study. At first he used chictens in his 
investigation of anthrax. Into the Academie de Medi- 
cime he took a cage of fowls of the barnyard and proved 
to the dignified and more or less horrified doctors, by 
experimentation before their eyes. that chictens were, 
by naé@tire. proof against anthrax. Later he went after 
chicken cholera, which was decimatingc the barnyards 
of Framce and other lands. He found the chicken- 
cholera germ. The treatment you may use today to 
save vour chickens from premature death by cholera— 
it's Pasteur’s. 

It was not until late im 1830 that Pasteur began the 
etudy of rabies. [t was four and a half years later when 
he first used on man the protective treatment which 
already he had proved@on animals—other animals. 

Lord Lister’s name must be linked with that of Pas- 
teur as a pioneer in the alleviation of human agony. 
Pasteur, however, is to be regarded always as the first 
link in the modern chain of beneficence, which includes 
other names than his and Lister's. Before Lister, work-
